you may not suspect me of exaggeration: “I re- | 


ceived this morning a letter from a tradesman, who 
announced to me that Jules Viard, one of my for- 
mer co-laborers, was near death, and desired to see 
me before his departure. Of a truth it was not the 
time to count the stones which, from his newspaper, 
Jules Viard had thrown at me ; consequently, fifteen 
minutes after I received this letter, | was inf the 
house of him who was alternately my co-laborer 
and my adversary. It was too late. Jules Viard 
had died in the course of the night. I found him 
stretched on a miserable cot, and so wasted and 
disfigured by suffering and death that I could not 
trace his well-known features. The physician said 


he died of galloping consumption; those who wit- | 


nessed his last struggles said he died of disappoint- 
ment, despair, and poverty. He sowed ideas— 
others gathered the fruit. He sought and found— 
others applied his discoveries; and while he ex- 
hausted himself in incessant and sterile efforts, 


ferocious poverty ravaged his home and undermined | 


his life. The Press lost in him one of its most 
undisciplined, but most ardent soldiers. He had 
real talents, a prompt and aggressive mind, which 
he gave to the service of opinions which are not 


mine, but which this is not the time to discuss. | 


No, this is not the time, for I see him still stretched 
on his horrible bed, emaciated, yellow, disfigured, 
his breast sunken beneath a crucifix, which his 
widow, frenzied with grief, had piously placed there. 
Jules Viard leaves two children: a daughter of 
sixteen, who is well educated and very intelligent, 
and who came the evening before from London, 
where she gives French lessons in an English family, 
and a younger daughter seven years old. When 
I entered the chamber of the dead, they were both 
weeping with their mother. I never in my life 
witnessed a scene of more poignant grief. This 
poor family—why shall I forbear saying it, for 


their poverty is honorable ’—is in the most complete | 


and most heart-rending destitution. Four quar-

| wealthy donators.” I am glad to be able to say 
|that active and intelligent men have taken this 
subject in hand, are studying it, and give us ground 
of reason to hope they may carry it to successful 
issue. The first efforts will be made to secure a 
large capital to commence with. This capital will 
be raised by means of a national subscription, by 
donations from wealthy publishers and proprietors 
of periodicals, and by benefit performances at all 
our theatres. Then all writers will pay a given 
/small amount of money monthly, and they will be 
saved from the perils and anguish of poverty. The 
position of literary men here is lamentable. Pub- 
lishers treat them most unfairly, nay, dishonestly, 
and wrest from them the fruit of their labor. Eng- 
lish and American authors live in Eden compared 
to the places in which their brethren’s lines are 
cast here ; for our publishers are gentlemen. 

I have to mention among the deaths of the week 
the departure from life of M. Amedée Couder, brother 
of the well-known member of the French Institute. 
He was an architect, and the author of “ Les Deux 
Horizons” and other works. 

The decease of the Duke of Morny should like- 
wise find place here, for he was the author of two 
comedies, “* Les Bons Conseils” and ‘ Les Finesses 
du Mari;” of three proverbes, “Il n’y a pas de Fu- 
mée sans un peu de Feu,” “La Manie des Pro- 
verbes,”’ and “Sur laGrande Route ;” one vaudeville, 
“La Succession ;” two buffa-operettas, ‘“‘M. Chou- 
fleury” and ‘*Le Mari sans le Savoir;” and he 
leaves an operetta and a comedy which were to 
have been played at his palace next Wednesday 
night (mid-lent). But “man proposes, God dis- 
poses!” Next Wednesday night will tind him at 
Pére la Chaise! He wrote all these pieces under 
the pseudonym of M. de Saint Remy, which is the 
name of his favorite country-seat in Auvergne. I 
ought to mention that but for him the piece of M. 
Alex. Dumas, the younger, that famous ‘ Dame aux 
Camelias,” which has gone round the world, would 
never have been played. The censors vetoed it; 
the author appealed to the Minister of the Interior 
(who was then M. de Morny); he raised the censor’s 
interdiction, and the play, properly enongh, was 
dedicated to him. Literary men and artists found 
him ever an accessible patron; but what need had 
literary men and artists to go begging? 

We have buried this week, too, a man who ought 
to have felt sure of immortality, who drank long 
draughts of applause such as few men can command, 
and who died forgotten, obscure, and poor. His 
name was hi. Herbin Hennequin. His pieces were 
played in every theatre, and ran hundreds of nights. 
By and by the vogue ceased. How? Why? How 
is it that Richardson’s novels are unsalable? Why 
is it that Godwin’s tales find no purchaser? M. 
Herbin Henneguin did not retire from the arena 
without a struggle. The more he struggled the 
heavier he fell, and his last fall left him senseless 
on the ground. He managed, however, to crawl 
into an humble berth ; he became chief editor of a 
petty newspaper in the wine interest, ‘* Le Moniteur 
Vinicole,” which kept a roof over the head of, and 
a table before, the author of “ Jeanne de tlandres” 
and “ L’Expiation.” 

Poor M. de Lamartine has come before us 
again as a borrower. It is distressing. I never 
think of him without considering Death as man’s 
best friend: for, had the dusky angel borne him 
away to the ebony chambers amid the turmoil of 
| 1848, what a grand position would De Lamartine 
The 
| literary hack, and the lamenter, and the beggar 


| 
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would not have darkened the splendid scene. I 
cannot find it in my heart to blame M. de La- 
martine. I pity him. I am grieved. I blame 
Death for playing the churl, and pushing himself 
into so many abodes of prosperity and happiness 
to snatch loved ones from cradle and bed, when he 
might heighten the glory of an immortal genius, 
and ease an aching heart by bearing the poet to 
his soft bed. The new loan is to be for $40,000 in 
the shape of $40 bonds, carrying five per cent. in- 
terest, payable in the sum of $50, and extinguished 
annually by drawing and paying a given number. 
His estates will be mortgaged to secure the bond- 
holders. I am afraid it may not be successful. If 
the Athenians were tired of hearing Aristides called 
the Just, what would have been their fatigue had 
they so often heard him called the money-borrower ? 
The poor man has published also this advertise- 
ment: “Reduction of price; 120f. off. Complete

copy.” This sale, he hopes, may bring him 54,000f. 

Shall I say, too, poor M. Alex. Dumas? He 
raises our smiles. In the theatres, in other public 


places, and in society, he is froward, easy to impu- | 


dence, and not without something like swagger. 
He has taken to lecturing to procure money. He 
bounces to his chair, swallows glass after glass of 
sugared water, before he can float up his voice to 
an audible pitch; then he buries his nose in his 
manuscript, and without raising his head once 
reads, reads, reads, as if the happiest moment of 
his life would be that in which “The End” was 
reached. And what do you think is the subject of 
his lecture? The history of France in the reign of 
Henry II. ! Can’t you see us shaking with laughter? 

We have had a literary incident which deserves 
to be chronicled as a trait of our manners and cus- 
toms. M. Plon, the well-known publisher and print- 
er, recently published the “Letters and Thoughts 
of Hippolyte Flandrin.” M. Ernest Chesneau, the 
art critic of “Le Constitutionnel,” wrote to the pub- 
lisher for a copy of this work in order to notice it. 
M. Ploun sent the volume. The critic expressed his 
opinion of the work. The review was severe, but 
it was moderate. The day the criticism appeared 
the publisher wrote M. Chesneau the following 
note :— . 

“Sir, the 11th Feb. you asked me for a copy of 
Fiandrin’s Letters in order to notice them. I sent 
youacopy. It is, consequently, with the greatest 
astonishment that [ have read the article you pub- 
lished in ‘ Le Constitutionnel’ of the 2lstinst. It is 
not customary to ask a publisher for a book which 
one intends attacking in such hostile language as to 
mnilitate against its sale. I salute you. 

Heyrt Pion.” 

The critic replied to this note by the following 
answer :— 

“In reply to the letter signed Henri Plon, M. Er- 


nest Chesneau addresses the aforesaid Plon a post. | 


office money order for the gross price of the volume 
entitled ‘Letters and Thoughts of Hippolyte Flan- 
drin,’ to wit, eight francs.” , 
M. Chesneau published the whole correspond- 
ence. M. Plon replied by a long letter, in the 
course of which he said: “ When a publisher 
Sends one of his publications to the editors of 
newspapers, he expects it to be attacked or praised. 
It is the critic’s right, a right which I have never 
contested. But when a critic solicits me to give hima 
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' work, it seems to me I have a right to suppose that, 
attracted by some sympathy to the author or to the 
subject, he is disposed by this sentiment to be favor- 
able to it. On the other hand, I hold that a man 
of delicacy, who, impelled, as you may say, by his 
conscience, intends to speak ill of the work, will 
avoid asking me to give it to him, but will go and 
buy it.” I think the critic and publisher both are 
wrong. If the publisher failed to send the book, 
the critic ought to have bought—not begged—it ; 
but the mere fact of his having begged it ought not 
to have influenced his opinion. He did not send 
for the book promising to praise it, but to read it 
and see whether it deserved praise. or censure. If 
the publisher thought otherwise, he ought to have 
taken positive engagements. M. Plon does not seem 
to have learned the first lesson of his profession ; the 
more a book is attacked the better it sells, and 
the worse that can befall a publication is to be 
unnoticed by the press. 

Legal proceedings against a periodical have 
created a painful impression here. In January, the 
“Revue Francaise” published an article on M. Jules 
Simon's work, “ The School.” It is admitted on all 
| hands that the article is perfectly harmless, able, 
and written in good faith. The only offence was in 
having analyzed that work, and given extracts from 
it, which the government contended the “ Revue 
Francaise” could not do, as it was not a political 
periodical. So the courts have sentenced the editor 
and printer of the “Revue” to 100f. fine, and a 
month’s imprisonment each, and ordered the sup- 
pression of the periodical—which is the ruin of the 
editor! 

The French government has refused to allow 
Princess Caracciolo’s “ Mysteries of the Neapolitan 
Convents” to be hawked about France. M. Michelet 
is going not only to extract his life of Cesar from 
his Roman history, and publish it separately, but 
to bring out a work entitled, “The Lives of the 
Twelve Cesars.” The newspapers and reviews 
here are literally besieged by authors armed with 
articles on the “ Emperor’s Life of Cesar.” Each 
writer is persuaded that, if he can but get his arti- 
cle inserted, his fortune is made. In the last num- 
ber of the “Revue des Deux Mondes,” M. Claude 
Bernard, the eminent physiologist, has an interesting 
essay on the heart, in the course of which he shows 
that “the sentimental part, which from time imme- 
morial has been attributed to the heart, is not an 
arbitrary fiction.” It was reported that Messrs. 
Forcade and de Mazade had retired from this perio- 
| dical, and that the latter were to establish a rival 
| publication. This report is contradicted by those 

likely to be best informed. M. Renan, when last 
heard from, was in Greece visiting the places where 
St. Paul preached. Mlle. Alix Bressant, daughter 
of the actor of the French comedy, has in press a 
‘novel which is said to display talent. 14,000 
‘copies of the “ Life of Cesar” were sold in Paris the 
‘day it was published. M. Arséne Houssaye is 
| writing his memoirs; they will be in ten volumes ; 
they will be published this year. as 


NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 

MerIvALe’s History or THE ROMANS UNDER THE 
Emptre.—The completion of the republication of an 
important historical treatise such as this is an event 
in our literature which should not be passed by 
without special notice. It is works of this class 
that, by furnishing materials for study, tend to 
strengthen and expand the general scholarship of 
'the country. For we are to consider not only their 
' direct and immediate, but also their collateral and 
| more remote bearings. We are to regard not merely 
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the fact that we have a new history of an important 
chapter of Roman story, but we must bear in mind 
that in this new contribution we have matter for 
the information of statesmen, moralists, philoso- 
phers, and sociologists. In other words, the results 
of the labors of such an author as Merivale pass 
over into and vivify other departments of thought, 
and if we would adequately measure their full im- 
portance we must consider their aggregate influence 
upon those ancillary branches of study and know- 
ledge which make up so large and so important a 
part of the total body of our literature. For the re- 
publication of this work we are indebted to Messrs. 
D. Appleton & Co., New York. They issued the 
first volume in 1863, an inauspicious period in the 
public affairs of this country for an undertaking 
involving so large an outlay. But the publishers 
relied upon that sound business principle that there 
will always be a market for a superior article, 
whether in the shape of books or other wares. 
Their fidelity to this principle, and their energy in 
acting boldly upon it, have now borne fruit, and 
they have thus placed upon their already ample 
list one of the most valuable historical works of the 
present century, and we congratulate them and the 
public in announcing the close of the republication. 
It comes to us in sever volumes, of a size conve- 
nient to handle, printed upon superior paper, and 
in a general style and appearance of unexceptionable 
neatness. It has, indeed, been regarded as a far 
more favorable specimen of book manufacture than 
the English edition. The publishers must, therefore, 
be regarded as having done their whole duty in their 
mode of presenting the work. In fact, they have 


done more than the public could justly have asked 
of them, considering the condition of the trade while 


the volumes have been so rapidly passing through the 
press. If now we turn to the contents of the vol- 
umes and the character of the author, we shall find 
that the American publishers were fully justified in 
assuming the risk of giving us the work in such 
form at such an untoward time. The space covered 
by Mr. Merivale is the period extending from the 
first Triumvirate and the career of Julius Cesar to 
the death of Marcus Aurelius. He occupies the 
ground intervening between Dr. Arnold’s “ History 
of the Later Commonwealth” and the commence- 
ment of Gibbon’s ‘‘ Decline and Fall.” This period 
will present itself to the mind of every reader as 
the most splendid portion of the Roman annals It 
is brilliant with the great names that reflect lustre 
upon the seven-hilled city, and is crowded with those 
imposing military events that carried the imperial 
eagles to Britain and the Orient. Throughout this 
vast field Mr. Merivale moves with the steady step 
and the mien of self-sufficiency which characterize 
one who is thoroughly furnished and equipped for 
his work. Modern and ancient learning are alike 
laid under contribution. His mode of treatment is 
expanded so as to meet the requirements of the latest 
methods of historical science. He has written not 
only a history of Rome, but of the Romans. We have 
not merely a narrative of events from an external 
standpoint. 
of a theatrical spectacle, who can only gap with 
bewildered curiosity at the suddenly shifting scenes, 
the stately pageantry, and the perplexing fortunes 
of the drama. We are carried behind the scenes, 
the actors are disclosed, the plot is laid bare, events

are exhibited as the sequences of motives, show | 
and shadow, illusion and mystery are dispelled, and 


the Deus ex machina stands fully revealed. Hence 
‘we have those chapters on social customs and public 
morals which some critics have regarded rather as

to us in the flesh in such manner as they really 
lived and moved and had their being. and hence he 
shows to us their whole life, in private as well asin 
public, in their thoughts as well as their deeds, in 
their social and domestic morals and customs as 
well as in their formal and political relations as 
citizens, legislators, or soldiers. The reader will 
find this feature of Mr. Merivale extremely attrac- 
tive, and the wonder of it is that a Bachelor of 
Divinity and Fellow of College could enter so deeply 
and skilfully into all those worldly motives of craft 
and ambition which led to the great events he is 
tracing. He analyzes not only the action of the 
general human element as an ingredient in the 
history, but he also investigates with the shrewd- 
ness of an old diplomat or prime minister the per- 
sonal and political elements which entered so largely 
into a period which, in its last analysis, is to be re- 
garded in modern phrase as the scene of a political 
struggle. Let any one compare the first two vol- 
umes of this history, in which Cesar is the grand 
central figure, with the work of the Emperor Napoleon 
so far as now published, and it will appear that in 
dealing with the political personages and events of 
that time, the judgments of the studious English 
clergyman are no less statesmanlike or worldly wise 
and no more merely bookish or traditional than 
those of the shrewd imperial Frenchman. Indeed 
their respective presentations of Cesar will just now 
furnish a profitable subject of comparison. The 
Fellow of St. John’s College sympathizes with Cesar 
scarcely less closely than does the descendant of the 
first Napoleon. He regards him as the needed de- 
stroyer of the odious tyranny of the oligarchy that 
bore sway under the abused name of the Republic. 
As many persons are just now reading the biography 
by Napoleon, it may be well to quote from the pre- 
face of Mr. Merivale a passage which may enable 
them to determine how far these two authors, 
writing from such different points of view, corre- 
spond in their general estimate. ‘“Czsar prostrated 
the Roman oligarchy, and laid the foundations of 
the empire in the will of the middle classes. He 
levelled the barriers of municipality, and infused 
provincial blood into the senate and people of Rome. 
Preceding imperators had annexed provinces, Cesar 
began to organize the conquests of the common- 
wealth. From an early period of his career he was 
fully conscious of the real nature of the revolution 
on which he was embarked, but if it was his hand 
that moulded and directed it, the change he effected 
was in fact demanded by his party and enforced by 
cireumstances. Though the structure of his per- 
sonal ambition perished with him, the social foun- 
dations on which it rested remained firmly rooted 
in the soil; and the comprehensive imperium of | 
his successors rose majestic and secure from the 
lines originally drawn by the most sagacious states- 
man of the commonwealth.” We fully agree with 
the “North American Review” in classing Meri- 
vale with Macaulay and Grote, as one of the second 
grand triumvirate of English historians, but we 
totally dissent from the same critic’s statement 
that “his style is deficient in strength, harmony, 
and precision, and from the faulty construction of 
his sentences, it is often difficult to extract from 
them the meaning which they are intended to con- 
vey, while he seldom or never rises into eloquence.” 
Such generalizations are usually merely opinions 
which, whether right or wrong, rarely admit of 
specific proof or disproof. We can only say that 
the volumes make a different impression upon us. 
There is, we admit, no Gibbon-like pomp of words

We observe that the 
Messrs. Appleton announce “ The Conversion of the 
Roman Empire” by the same author. These are 
eight Boyle lectures recently delivered. The first 
six relate to the state of the heathen world, morally 
and intellectually, at the propagation of Christi- 
anity. The last two show how Christianity met 
the wants of the heathen world. It has been pro- 
nounced abroad “one of the most valuable contri- 
butions of the present day to the treasury of Chris- 
tian literature.” 

Hours at Home.—This is the title of a new 
monthly magazine devoted to religious and useful 
literature. It is edited by J. M. Sherwood, and 
published by Scribner & Co., New York. It is 
intended by this periodical to represent the religious 
element of our literature, but, besides articles on 
purely religious subjects, it will contain reviews of 
books, biographical and historical sketches, poet®, 
notes of travel, papers on popular science, and 
essays upon miscellaneous topics. The publishers 
promise to spare no expense to make it equal to 
any magazine in the country in mechanical execu- 
tion and general appearance. Nearly forty names of 
contributors are announced, among whom are some 
of the most eminent theological and literary writers 
of the country.

Tue Poem recirep By Mr. Lixcotx.—The poem 
which was such a favorite with the late President, 
beginning with the line— 

“Oh, why should the spirit of mortal be proud ?” 


was written by William Knox, a poet of considera- 
ble talent, who died in Edinburgh in 1825, at the 
age of thirty-six. His earlier years were tainted 
with dissipation, but at intervals the religious im- 
pressions he received from his parents in childhood 
would be evidenced by the verses he would write 
on sacred subjects. In the copy of this poem now 
going the rounds of the press, two stanzas are omit- 
ted—the fourth and the seventh. They are as fol- 
lows:— 

The maid on whose cheek, on whose brow, in whose eye, 

Shone beauty and pleasure—her triumphs are by ; 

Aud the memory of those who loved her and praised ° 

Are alike from the minds of the living erased. 


The saint who enjoyed the communion of heaven, 
The sinner who dared to remain unforgiven, 

The wise and the foolish, the guilty and just, 
Have quietly mingled their bones in the dust. 


The entire poem may be found in “ Scotia’s 
Bards,” a handsomely illustrated volume of selec- 
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tions from the Scottish poets, published in 1853, by 
Robert Carter & Brothers, of New York.

BOOK NOTICES. 


RELIGIOUS. 

The Presbyterian Historical Almanac and Annual 
Remembrancer of the Church for 1864. By Joseph 
M. Wilson. Vol. 6. pp. 402. Philadelphia: Jo- 
seph M. Wilson. 

We regard this work as a model of its class. It 
is far more than is indicated by its brief and modest 
title. For six years past, Mr. Wilson, the editor, 
has devoted himself with indefatigable zeal to this 
series of historical almanacs. He leaves no public 
or private source of information unexplored, and the 
industry and assiduity applied by him to the collec- 
tion of such a vast body of facts can only be justly 


appreciated by those who have themselves under- 
taken to perform such labor. 

The volume includes all branches of the Presbyte- 
rian Church—the “Old School,” the “ New School,” 
the United Presbyterian Church of North America, 
the Reformed Presbyterian Church, the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Church, the Canada Presbyterian 
Church, and that of the Lower Provinces. The sta- 
tistics of these churches, the proceedings of their 
general assemblies and synods, their acts and deliver- 
ances, and the reports of their educational and other 
institutions and organizations, are givenin full. The 
obituary department is extremely rich, containing & 
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mass of personal information not elsewhere accessi- 
ble, and illustrated by seventeen admirably executed 

rtraits. The memoirs presented are not a few se- 
lected from many, but they comprise all the clergy 
who die during the year, while the foot-notes abound 
in historical notices of those whe are connected with 
the subject of the biography. The historical depart- 
ment has received a valuable addition in a history 
of the Union Theological Seminary in New York City. 
A similar paper will appear in each future number. 
We have an additional article on the manse ques- 
tion, and the sketches of the churches where the 
annual sessions are held are continued. A clerical 
record is projected by Mr. Wilson, giving the name 
of each minister, his place of education, where he 
studied theology, by what Presbytery and in what 
year he was licensed and ordained, of what Presby- 
tery he is a member, and his post-office address. 
Such a record of the Reformed Presbyterian Church 
appears in the present volume, and similar records 
of other branches of the church will hereafter be pre- 
sented. It is, however, impossible by such refer- 
ences as these to indicate the variety of information 
here collected. We can only say that whatever 
facts concern the condition of the Presbyterian 
Church of this country, in all its branches—what- 
ever relates to its clergy, assemblies, and synods, 
its literary, charitable, educational, and other insti- 
tutions—will be found to be here contained, so that 
the work is literally indispensable to all inside or 
outside of that denomination who would know 
aught of its affairs. Generally, as a specimen of 
earnest, laborious, and faithful almanac-making, 
we rank it among the foremost of its class. The 
mechanical execution of the work also deserves 
commendation. Each number of the series is an 
improvement upon its predecessor, and in all de- 


partments of the work Mr. Wilson is doing even 


more than his prospectus promises. By his devo- 
tion to it, he is not only rendering invaluable service 
to the denomination to whose interests it is dedi- 
cated—service of a sort too often ill-appreciated and 
badly requited—but he is storing up the materials 
for an important chapter in the religious history of 
the country. 

A Treatise on Sanctification. By George Junkin, 
D. D., late President of Washington College, at 
Lexington, Va. pp. 164. Philadelphia: Presby- 
terian Board of Publication. 

Dr. Junkin presents this work as a counterpart 
to his book on Justification, first published in 1839, 
and it is an expansion of the chapter on Sanctifica- 
tion which formed a portion of that volume. The 
contents exhibit a familiarity with the elements of 
the subject under discussion, and the treatment, 
while it is based upon a method of exposition really 
theologic in its substance, is yet popular in its style. 
A Commentary on the Lord’s Prayer. By Rev. W. 

Denton, M. A. Edited and enlarged by Rev. Henry 

J. Fox, M.A. pp. 208. New York: Carlton & 

Porter. 

This is a republication of an English work which 
appeared last year. In plan it is a collection and 
arrangement from the copious materials found in 
the writings of the commentators and homily writers 
of past times, including, however, the latest as well 
as the earliest expositions of the Prayer. The 
American editor has made some modifications of 
the original text, which he thinks will adapt it more 
readily to the popular understanding. 


Sermons on Moral Subjects. By his Eminence Car- 
dinal Wiseman. pp. 434. New York: D. & J. 
Sadlier & Co. 

There are twenty-three discourses in this volume. 

They were delivered from the same pulpit and under 
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the same circumstances as those lately published 
under the title of “Sermons on our Lord and His 
Blessed Mother.” The great learning, eminent posi- 
tion, religious zeal, and pure character of the author 
render all that comes from his pen well worthy the 
attention of the Protestant no less than the Catho- 
lic community.
